Brothers, the company 
drilling, said they could find 
something within a week.

15” hole is the third deep 
hole drilled in two years in 
northern Michigan looking 
for new gas and oil deposits.

As a Patient 
Gail Ewards, 
Home Economist 


Health care consumers 
are concerned about their 
rights and want to be sure 
they are treated fairly. But 
consumers also need to think 
about their responsibilities. 

Dr. Roy Gerard, M.D. of 
the Michigan State Univer- 
sity College of Human 
Medicine says the consumer 
has the responsibility to ask 
questions of his or her physi- 
cian, just as the physician 
has the responsibility to 
provide the patient with all 
the information he or she 
can. 

Some physicians, says Dr. 


Gerard, give patients a 


brochure or pamphlet listing 
their services and explaining 
their hours and functions. If 
your doctor does not provide 
you with information in a 
brochure form, you can ask 
questions of your doctor or 
his/her staff that will make 
your interactions more effi- 
cient and less frustrating. 

¢ Determine what hours 
the doctor is available at the 
office. Patients sometimes 
do not realize that doctors 
need to keep hospital hours 
or that they schedule 
surgery on certain days. 

* Find out how and when to 
call your doctor with 
questions. Do not be reluc- 
tant to explain your question 
to the nurse. Very often the 
nurse or receptionist can 
help you gei a quick answer. 

« Ask how you can reach 
the doctor in case of an 
emergency after office 
hours. 
¢ Find out what the office 
policy is regarding cancella- 
tion of appointments. 

« When a medication is 
prescribed, be sure to ask 
about any possible side ef- 
fects or interactions with 
food or other drugs. Take the 
medication according to 
directions. Do not discon- 
tinue taking it without 
checking with your doctor.

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Democratic members of the Legis- 
lature are expected to file a suit in 
federal courts to challenge the 
legislative reapportionment plan 
developed as a result of guidelines 
established by the state Supreme 
Court. 

The suit is expected to be filed in 
the U.S. District Court in Flint after 
negotiations broke down between 
Senate democrats and Republicans 
over a bipartisan plan. 

The state Supreme Court is expec- 
ted to approve a plan written by 
former state elections director Ber- 
nard Apol who developed the plan 
under guidelines of the court. 

The Apol plan was developed 
without regard to any incumbents 
thus making members of the current 
Legislature unhappy that some in- 
cumbents will face others as their 
residences now fall within the newly 
drawn districts. 

Negotiations broke down in the 
Senate as Republicans declared they 
could not support the proposed 
bipartisan plan. 

Senate Minority Leader Robert 


VanderLaan of Kentwood said his 
caucus was not too anxious to pass 


another plan over the Supreme 
Court-directed Apol plan as it would 
give the court a mixed signal. 

He said the bipartisan plan gives 
Republicans no more than 13 sure 
districts and not the 17-17 split with 
4 swing districts as suggested by 
Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust of Westland. 

The Apol plan, meanwhile, has a 
definite Republican flavor and could 
swing the majority in the Senate 
back to Republicans and narrow the 
gap of the Democratic majority in 
the House.

against the Apol plan and would ex- 
pect similar suits from House 
Speaker Bobby Crim of Davison, 
Detroit Mayor Coleman Young and 
the Democratic party itself.

The majority leader further said 
his suit would be based on equal 
protection, the one-man, one-vote 
concept, weakening in black distric- 
ts and incumbents not being con- 
sidered when drawing the new 
districts.

House Minority Leader William 
Bryant of Grosse Pointe said, how- 
ever, his vote for the proposal 
should not be considered his ‘‘con- 
sent’’ to have the House plan in- 
stalled instead of the Apol proposal. | 

Bryant said the plan drafted by 
Apol would give Republicans a bet- 
ter chance of winning a legislative 
majority, but warned it could cause 
greater legal problems with its large 
population deviations of more than 
15 percent. 

Reapportionment follows the 
results of the every 10-year census 
count. It reflects shifts in 
population both in and out of the 
state. 

As a result of a declining popula- 
tion, Michigan will lose one of its 
current 19-member congressional 
delegations. 

The congressional reapportion- 
ment plan, earlier readied by the 
state Legislature, is also being 
finalized in the courts.

Godbold’s Legacy 
Recognized at COOR 


By Gayle Saxton 

Education for the handi- 
capped has come a long way 
in the past 20 years. Prior to 
that time, parents of the 
handicapped had virtually 
no way to turn other than to 
the general education pro- 
grams of the schools. 

A Houghton Lake 
educator, the late Basil God- 
bold, C.0.0.R. Intermediate 
School Superintendent at its 
inception in 1965, long had 
had an empathy for the less 
fortunate. Godbold was 
ahead of the times in the 
field of special education, for 
he had programs going for 
the handicapped prior to 
Michigan’s Mandatory 
Special Education Act 
(Public Act 198) of 1971. 
Later, Congress enacted 
Public Act 94-142, ‘The 
Education For All Handi- 
capped Children Act of 
1975, Congress designed the 
act to “insure that all handi- 
capped children have avail- 
able to them a free appro- 
priate public education, 
which includes _ special 
education and related ser- 
vices to meet their unique 
needs.’ 

’ Public Act 94-142 decrees 
that the state must provide a 
free appropriate Public 
Education to all eligible 
handicapped individuals 
between the ages of 0 and 26. 

As early as 1967, Godbold 
was working with state and 
federal agencies in 
establishing a committee 
resolved to continue efforts 
to define the need for facili- 
ties for the handicapped. 
Early in his administration 
as the COOR Intermediate 
School District Superinten- 
dent, Godbold set up the 
“Little Red School’ in 
Ogemaw Township, with 
programs of training and 
day care for retarded child- 
ren. Harcourt School near 
West Branch and other 
similar facilities followed, 
all being designed specifi- 
cally for retarded children. 
At that time there were at 
least 780 retarded persons in 
the four-county area, ie., 
Crawford, Oscoda, Ogemaw, 
and Roscommion. 

In June, 1968, C.0.O.R. 


4. was one of the forerunners in 


special education services, 
with 290 children receiving 
speech therapy, 89 working 
with school social personnel, 
and another 100 had been 
identified as needing such 
services. Godbold continued 
his push for additional 
special education services, 
i.e., diagnostic evaluation, 
homebound tutoring, 
classrooms for the hard of 
hearing, the slow learner, 
visually impaired, and the 
mentally handicapped. 
Today COOR services ap- 
proximately 885 handicap- 
ped students as it assists 
Roscommon, Houghton

Lake, Grayling, Mio, Fair- 
view, and Ogemaw Heights 
(West Branch-Rose City) 
School Districts in carrying 
out their educational obliga- 
tions. 

The largest group being 
serviced is the speech and 
language impaired group 
with 374 pupils, according to 
Richard McEnaney, Special 
Education Director for the 
Intermediate School 
District. 

Two hundred fifty-eight 
students are being serviced 
as learning disabled. The 
third largest group receiving 
services is the educable 
mentally handicapped num- 
bering 99. The emotionally 
impaired follow with 67 
students. 

The trainable mentally 
handicapped, severely han- 
dicapped, visually impaired, 
hearing impaired, severely 
multiply impaired, 
physically handicapped, and 
pre-primary impaired follow 
with 18, 12, 9, 9, 7, and 4 
students respectively. 

Supportive services avail- 
able to the handicapped are: 
teacher consultant, social 
worker, school psychologist, 
speech therapist, occupa- 
tional therapist, physical 
therapist, and vocational 
education consultant per- 
sonnel. 

Special transportation ser- 
vices are available to handi- 
capped students who attend 
special classes outside their 
home districts. Wheel chair 
transportation facilities are 
available to schools with 
barrier-free entrances.

gas and oil well production 
and capping the sales and 
State Income Tax at 5%, plus 
100% of state lottery monies 
would give EACH child in 
the state $1,800.00 for 
education. 

This proposal sure seems 
like the way to go. One 
reason, (if for no other) is 
there doesn’t seem to be any 
of the Lansing Bureaucrats 
that have come out in favor 
of it, so it must be good. 

The ‘‘Tisch’’ tax proposal 
was a Step in the right direc- 
tion, but using the State 
Natural Resources to help 
fund education as T.R.ILM. 
proposes is even better. 

The Smith-Bullard tax 
proposal that is currently 
being sponsored by the Lan- 
sing Bureaucrats and called 
the ‘Michigan Townships 
Associations Proposal’ is 
really a loser.

of the responses. 

Another question indicated 
98 percent of the persons in 
the survey did not have 
children in schoo] or pre- 
schoolers. Diedrich said a 
computer randomly selected 
the persons to be interview- 
ed giving the survey a 95 
percent accuracy rating. 

In another question, 75 
percent believed remedial 
reading programs to be very 
important to the children in 
our district. Persons were 
asked if remedial reading 
and seven other programs 
were very important, some- 
what important, not very 
important, or had a choice of 
no response. Seventy-one 
percent felt special educa- 
tion was very important, 69 
percent felt vocational ed. 
very important, 59 percent 
felt counseling services very 
important, 48 percent felt 
programs for advanced 
students very importani, 43 
percent felt physical ed. at 
elem. level very important, 
38 percent felt extra-curricu- 
lar programs very impor- 
tant, and 25 percent felf 
music instruction at elemen- 
tary level very important. 
Thirty-one percent felt 
music instruction at elemen- 
tary level very important. 
Thirty-one percent felt 
music instruction at elem. 
Jevel was not very important 
and 21 percent also said 
physical ed. at elem. level 
was not very important. 

Another question asked 
persons if they were well in- 
formed about what is going 
on in the schools. Forty- 
seven percent said they were 
well informed but one man 
who said he was well inform- 
ed Jater made the suggestion 
the high school ought to get 
rid of its swimming pool. 
(Note- the high school does 
not and has never had a 
swimming pool. )
